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USSR- Cuba : The 1966 trade agreement signed on 
11 February provides for a 22-percent increase in trade 
over last year, which may bring the total to over $900 
million. The USSR will continue to underwrite its ex- 
port surplus to Cuba by providing about $90 million 
worth of these goods on credit, raising its cumulative 
trade credits to Cuba to $850 million. The size of the 
credit, about 40 percent less than in 1965, suggests 
that Cuba plans to fulfill its commitment to ship the 
USSR 3 million tons of sugar, about half its expected 
crop. 


Mauritania : {Racial violence between Moors and 
Negroes apparently is continuing on a reduced scale, 
and underlying tension remains high. A curfew has 
been strictly enforced and two decrees issued which, 
in effect, impose martial law. President Moktar’s 
government, searching for foreign scapegoats, has 
placed an Egyptian Embassy officer under virtual 
house arrest, for allegedly agitating the Moors to riot 
and renortedlv su sneers the IIS of ineitinp - the Nep’roer'"! 
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
